TWO FIRES,

The Entenza Cigar Faetory in Ashes.
Loss $8,000.

Last Friday morning at 1 o'clock juu‘

as the last copy of the ediion of the
TeLgaraPH for lsst week was taken
from the press, ‘he alarm of fire was
given and the Kotenza cigsr factory was
found te be enveloped in flames.

The fire had gained too full A head-
way 1o be checked and soon the huilding
and its conten!s, were in ashes.

Nothing wus saved from the burning
building. and Mr. Eontenza lost about
90,000 fine cigars, a large stock of cigar
tobaceo and all the implements and fixt-
ures of the factory. The loss amounts
to about $8,000, coyered by insurance
of $4.500.

The building was the old Orange Col-
lege and was owned by Mrs. 8. M. New-
ingham, of Greenburgh, Pa. It was in-
sured for $300,

At the time of the fire Mr, Entenza was
in Atianta, Ga., taking orders for his ex-
cellent cigurs. A telegram aanounced the
work of the fire to him and he returned
home as soon as possible.

Mr, Entenza has been successful beyond
his most sanguine expectations since com-
ing to Starke, and in conversation with a
representative of the TELEGRAPH said
that he would make arrangements as soon
as possible to go to work again. He left
Tuesday night for Atlanta te complete his
business i that city and will return in a
few days to give his attention to the re-
sumption of business here.

"‘Monday night of this week at 7 o’clock
the alarm of fire was again given. This
time the flames consumed the barn of N.
W. Hackett at hia home on Walnut street.
By hard work on the part of citizens and
the volunteer fire department the fire was
prevented from spreading. The barn and
s large amount of hay, farming imple-
ments, etc., were completely destroyed .
